Id thete re.pecta it it unrivalled. But it 
potaeitei a beitey cl*im to tbe atlcnlioo 
of Anitnliuii, far it ii devoted eotitely 
to Ihe iDKttigation of the [ilienuineiia, 
produrtioni, ni eapabililiet, of the colo- 
uitj of New South Walei and Van Die- 
mrn't Land ., and mi) be greeted aa the 
unly book, amidst a host of .(.(itinera] 

and good- for- nothing pamphlrU and 
Tolumri, wbieh bu yet iuurd from the 
preii, capable of being read with prottl, or 
which it utisfactoij- aj to iti objeeti. 
Thr colonUlt art deeply indebted to sit. 
on STaxnttcEt for what he hat done for 
Ihenij and it become* at to expreu this 
obligation ; for we remember the time, 
when, after having at great ri.k and 
jeopardy of hu life, explored a regiun, 
known to but one or two tpetnlktire 
graiien, and laid open a wide field for 
enterpriw in Ibe dikticl now called 
Oipp* Land, he wai otpoted to unme- 
rited obloquy and raimpnM illation io 
conieqmnce of having diaappointrd by 
hit ditcoteriew the ichemei of tlioie wKoat 
aeliiihneat could not brook that what 
waa intended by Providence for many, 
■ho u lil be ana tclie .1 from (heir graip by a 
few. We (Tut, however, tbote gentle- 
men haeing, on calm reflection, already 
admitteU that they were wrong, are 
alio witling to admit the truth of 
our authur't remark ; — " A. they kept 
their knowledge aeeret, and tiled it 
meiely for their own benefit and conve- 
nience, they can now only boaat of theii 
good fortune in having found " (may are 
taj ewertY/l " the country, but not of the 
honour of hiving dittmrreJ it." 

There it another remarkable feature in 
thit book.

Hour intention Wat lo enter- 
tain tht reader with proof* uf thia, there 
are an infinite number of panaget act'. - 
tered here and thete over Im. pagri, which 
fur elegance, tenetjeu of sty sr. brilliancy 
of imagery, and Int ratC eloquence, 
might be taken at evidence that Hr. 
b'TkUixcitt it ai tkilftjl ilk de pi- 
he haa ieen r aa he ha* been ii 
in hia retearchet of tliicovery. 

Out obieet, however, it very different. 
We with to extract from ihe pagei of this 
vol nine some of the uatful mallet they 
contain, and to lay it before out reader, ta 
a valuable additiou to that ii known uf 
thi* c ilony i tatiifird (hit the time i> ar- 
rived, wlt-i the people uf New South 
Wale* will not remain indifferent to what 
to nearly ri>nceru> them, and that such 
lupica ai art the tubjeel of ihii work will 
ere long enjjy a mote diitinguiiliid pa 
trunage (ban they hue perhaps hitherto 
poiaewed. It will 'he neceuary in carrying 
out thi* dtugn, to take a curaory glance 
at thr control* ; but ftval of all, we deem it 
light ta rrtn*rk,thatatlthii valuable mat- 
ter hu been made available to the public, 
through the liberality of the enter colony 
of Taimtnia, the good people, there bended 
hy Sir Joh« FaiNkLiM, ha ving only 
preaented an ac'dren expretiive of grati- 
tude fur (he " itme/l* con/trritt upot their 
count ry,' and "tit e—matt w/iitl tMi- 
fitd moHfftt tktm Mt rttlily mnd d fnity 
a/ Ail ftUing, tcko itekangei the ortttntrf 
purmiiti ttnifUmmofUftJar the pallet 
and trtf-ttnying inteilifalion of ikt 
aw»-*«o/yoD,'' but enabled the author to 
givr hit retearebet to the world by adding 
" ' whienptic* MWHmnting la £400 ttrr- 
linf." Thu may, to tbote pertom who 
an uaacquftinlad with tucb subjecu, ag>. 
prar like a lowering of the standard of 
eaeellence, by coupling tcienlinc retetrch 
with filthy lucre. But tuch pertom ihould 
he (old, thai (hough unquestionably one 
of the purest pleasures of life tt found in 
icitntific exploration— a pleasure which 
exalit as well aa grmoei the mind, and 
one which wean* the apiril of 
man froiu low-born punuiti and 
unenviable habit* : it ofteatimei 
happen* that all the labour and in reiutu 
an lu*t to mankind betaute the iatmurrr 
has trot at command tht pecuniary means 
ntctttary to meet tht e*peu*ri of pro- 
c bum log what he ha* done or suffered, 
and therefor* of rendering il available lo 
othett. And we believe that Mr. de 
otiuuci, ii not the only ptnor, 
who hat experienced this dearth of 
meant within the limit* of Australia , but

proceeding tteadily in several of the 
United States of America. Thia it, her 
ever, not the place to advocate plans of 
this nature i nor can it be expected (hat

Il ii highly aaljtfactory in know, that 
in the wotk before nt Ihe first attempt has

interestedly advocated by Mr. PiliLLirs.
